Abuse versus Argument 


It isa favorite resort of half- 
baked politicians, -when they 
| have no contradiction to an argu- 
ment, to resort to abuse, and this 
is what the two local speakers at 
the Liberal meeting on Satur- 
day night reserted to. We have 
given what we consider an accur- 
ate and unbiassed account of the 
| proceedings in another column of 
this issue, and readers will 
able to judge thereon. 

The President of Strathmore 
Liberal Association is an honest 
man, anda capable business man, | 
but his tongue runs away with 
nis head when he gets on a pub- 
lic platform, so that on that ac- 
connt he must be excused. We 
do not believe that he read the 
article of which he complained, 
for it certainly did not mention 
anything about the Liberal Gov- 
ernment doing the tight wire act. 
The ‘‘softhead” manner of talk is

the Government, the other three 
have been refused. We do not 
say, as Mr. Sly alleged, that the 
|farmers do not know what they 
want, but we certainly do not 
think that the farmers want to be 
used as the instrument for 
another four years of Liberal ex- 
travagance and misrule. 

We still invite criticism of our 
leader of last issue. We are stat- 
ing the tacts as our own experi- 
ence and business relations have 
shown us. ‘‘Facts are chiels that 
winna ding.” 

If the leading lights of local 
Liberalism enjoy personal abuse 
and mud slinging, by all means 
let them go to it. It will cos: 
them many votes, for it will con- 
vince many that they have a weak 
case. 

Independence, from the Lib- 
eral standpoint, seems to consist 
of saying nothing against the 
Government. Perhaps onr idea 
of what real independence is may 
percolate through these massive 
and opaque domes of thought on 
which they seem to pride them- 
selves some day.

Strathmore

PREMIER SIFTON SPEAKS 


Strathmore was honored by a 
visit on Saturday from the Premier | 
of Alberta, Mr. A. L. Sifton. | The 
meeting was well advertised, and 
there was an audience that filled the} 
large Opera House. | 

The platform was tastefully de-| 
corated and draped with national | 
flags, etc., and presented a pleasing 
appearance. 

Mr. Frank Skene, president of 
Strathmore Liberal Association, pre- 
sided. In his opening remarks he 
said he was pleased to see so many 
people present to hear the recipros- 
ity question discussed from the} 
Liberal standpoint. It made him 
look back to the time when five 
years ago there was only a section- 
house, and it would have been diffi- 
cult to get half-a-dozen people to- 
gether. They had now, he was 
pleased to say, one of the best 
towns in Alberta, progressing and 
advancing. All this progress had 
taken place under a Liberal govern- 
ment which was a progressive 
government. They ought to give 
Laurier another term, and a chance 
to weld the empire into one har- 
monious whole. As he was looking 
over his local paper that evening he 
was inclined to think the heat had 
softened the editor’s head, for he 
had spoken of the Liberal Govern-| 
ment doing the tight wire act, 
which was absurd, The speaker 
then began to tell a funny story 
about an Indian, but (perhaps owing 
to the alleged softness) we were un- 
able to make anything out of it. 

Mr Sly, who spoke next, said a 
speech from him was not required 
that evening, as they had the Prem- 
ier of Alberta and Alderman Samis 
on the platform with them that 
evening. The speaker said he was 
cne of the great throng that went 
down to Ottawa last fall where the 
question of reciprocity was taken 
up by the monster deputation of 
grain growers. It was presump- 
tion on the part of the editor of their 
little local paper to say that these 
farmers ‘did not know what they 
were talking about and he thought 
that their chairman's explanation 
was correct that 
something to do with it. rhe 
people at Ottawa thought that this 
was the thin edge of the wedge of 
free trade. He quoted Mr. Hutch- 
inson, manager of the John Deere 
Company in Western Canada, as 
saying that under reciprocity the 
price of their binders would be re- 
duced $5, mowers $3 and various 
other farm implements in proportion 
The local agent for the John Deere 
Company was taking a strong po- 
sition on the Conservative side 
which was rather peculiar. There 
was no doubt that reciprocity would 
increase the price of farm produce. 
The Americans wanted our yood 
wheat to mix with their poor wheat, 
and would pay us a premium to do 
this. Mr. Sly said that it would be 
impossible to establish a tariff wall 
that would be equitable to everyone 
and he quoted Mr. Bennett as say- 
ing that under reciprocity Alberta 
would get fruit cheaper and British 
Columbia could get grain cheaper, 
This Mr. Sly contended was a bene- 
fit to both provinces. 

At the close of Mr, Sly’s remarks 
Mr J. W. Waddy, local agent for 
John Deere Company, asked if Mr 


Sly had a correct report of Mr. 
Hutchinson's remarks, and to this 
Mr. Sly said he thought he had. 


Mr. Waddy then said the reason he 
asked was because the John Deere 
Company did not sell mowers or 
rakes in Canada, and if Mr. Hutch- 
inson had not power to sell these 
here, how could he offer to reduce 
the price of them? 

Mr, Sly did not offer to answer 
this question, but the chairman got 
up and made some remarks regard- 
ing interrupting a speaker and 
British fair play, and offered Mr. 
Waddy ten minutes On the platform. 
Mr. §Waddy retorted Jthat all he 
wanted was an answer to his ques- 
tion, and the incident closed,

Ald. Samis complimented Mr: 
Mr. Sly on his speech. 

Bennett had said that the peopl 
of British Columbia paid the people 
or this province $1,900,000 more 
than would be paid with reciprocity 
The Tories were actually boasting 
of this.

Of his many friends 
in those days was Sir Herbert Tree.

The Biggest of All Nests.
